REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3 and 5-36 are pending in the above-identified 
application . 

All of the above-noted changes to the claims are completely 
proper under 37 C.F.R. 1.116, since all of the presently amended 
claims recite allowable subject matter according to the Final 
Office Action of November 2, 2004. Specifically, claim 1 has been 
amended by inserting the allowable subject matter of claim 4 
thereinto; and new claim 20 includes the subject matter of the 
combination of allowable claim 7 combined with claim 1. All other 
pending claims depend from either allowable amended claim 1 or new 
allowable claim 20. Therefore, no new issues have been raised and 
all of the claims have been placed into better form such that all 
of these amendments should be entered of record pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. 1.116. 

Allowable Claims 

Claims 4, 7, 8 and 14 were indicated as being in allowable 
form and were merely objected to as depending from rejected base 
claims. As noted immediately above, claim 4 has been inserted into 
claim 1, and new claim 20 constitutes the combination of allowable 
claim 7 combined with claim 1. Therefore, all of the presently 
pending claims are in allowable form. 
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Issues Under 35 D.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 1, 9-13 and 15-19 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as being unpatentable over Kim '828 (USP 5,184,828). 

Claims 3 and 6 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kim '828 in view of Hanada '537 (USP 
4,483,537) . 

Claim 5 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kim '828 in view of Horiuchi '312 (USP 
5,702,312) . 

The bases for all of the above-noted rejections have been 
removed in view of the incorporation of allowable claim 4 into 
claim 1. No new bases for any rejections have arisen, since new 
claims 20-36 all include the allowable subject matter of claim 7. 

Conclusion 

It is submitted for the reasons stated above that the present 
claims define patentable subject matter such that this application 
should now be placed into condition for allowance.
